Will Be Chosen.

Washington, December 18.—(Special) 
The probability that Representative 
Oscar W. Underwood would be called 
from his leadership of the house to 
take the portfolio of secretary of the 
treasury in Wilson's cabinet created a 
sensation when it became known in 


Washington. 

President-elect Wilson’s desire to 
harmonize the party by having repre- 
sentatives of all factions around his 
cabinet table struck democrats here 
with added force from its expected- 
ness. 

But a number of 
have emphasized the announcement 
that Mr. Bryan and Mr. Underwood 
are to be the principal advisers of the 


new president. 
It will be recalled..that Mr. Bryan 


assailed Mr. Underwood last winter for 
not reporting a free wool bill, charged 
him with all sorts of things for not 
bringing in earlier a bill for the revi- 
sion of the iron -and steel schedule 
and was opposed to him at Baltimore. 
Bryan and Underwood Invited. 

Mr. Bryan is now on his way north 
to have a conference with Mr. Wilsun 
and Mr. Underwood will go to Prince- 
ton during the Christmas holidays. 
Close friends of Mr. Wilson say he en- 
tertains the highest possible opinion 
of Mr. Underwood. 

Democrats in both the senate and 
house have urged Mr. Underwood not 
to accept a cabinet portfolio, saying 
he ig needed in his present position 
right now more than ever. 

It is belfeved by the democratic 
leaders here that the retirement of 
Mr. Underwood would be the signal 
for a row over the hotise leadership, 
which would endanger the success of 
the democratic administration at the 
very outset. 

A most significant thing about the 
present cabinet situation is that some 
of the bitterest enemies of Mr. Bryan 
in the democratic party want to see 
him in the cabinet. They reason that 
the Nebraskan would be much more 
dangerous to party harmony sitting in 
The Commoner office out in Lincoln 
and writing about what is going on 
‘In Washingtonfor nobody here 
thinks for a4 moment that he will keep 
quiet—than he will be sitting at the 
side of the president and in close 
touch with everything that is going 
on in the white house and on Capitol 
Hill. 

WILSON TAKES UP THE TASK 
OF PICKING HIS CABINET 

Princeton, N. J., December 18.—After 
a three-hours’ conference in New 
York with William F. McCombs, chair- 
man of the democratic national cum- 
mittee, President-elect Woodrow Wil- 
son announced as he rode home: to- 
night that he had taken up in earnest 
the task of picking a cabinet. 

No information was forthcoming 
from either Mr. McCombs or the presi- 
dent-elect: as to the names discussed 
for cabinet portfolios. When Mr: Mc- 
Combs left the governor he declared 
that both the cabinet end Iegialative 
policies had been talked over. Hy, 
was asked if Mr. Bryan's name had 
been mentioned in the discussivun. Mr. 
McCombs answered in the affirmative, 
but declined to commit himself fur- 
ther.

Mr. Wilson said he ‘uld be unable 
to attend the banquet. He did not 
know yet, however, whether he would 
see Mr. Bryan on Sunday or immedi- 
ately afterward, while Mr. Bryan was 
in this vicinity. 

The gfOvVernor was asked by 
the correspondents if Mr. McCombs 
would be one of the men who would 
help him to “run the government.” 

“Of course he will,”” was Mr. Wilson's 
reply. 

He would not say whether Mr. Mc-

Weaver and Colonel E. St. John Greble, 
two fleld chiefs who come with him, 
will be met at the train by a recep- 
tlon committee,,of which John E. Mur- 
phy is chairman, and taken to the 
Georgian Terrace hotel, where accom- 
modations have been secured for them. 

Tonight the banquet in their honor 
will be given at the Capital City club, 
with Governor Brown and many dis- 
tinguished men present. General Wood 
will make an after-dinner speech. 

The event will be one of the most 
brilliant that has ever been given in 
the city. It will be a strictly formal 
affair, ang all persons will be in full 
<diress clothes. Wilmer L. Moore, pres- 
ident of (Ne chamber of commerce, will 
preside as toastmaster. ‘The Seven- 
teenth Infantry band from Fort Mc- 
Pherson will play during. the evening. 

Friday morning General Wood wiil 
breakfast with Brigadier General Rob- 
ert K. Evans and Colonel C. H. Barth 
at General Evans’ residence on Peach- 
tree street, going at 10 o’clock to 
speak to the students of the Georgia 
School of Technology, with which ne 
was once connected.

BIG RECEPTIONS 
President-Elect an val 


Smash Cherished Traditions 
of the White House. 


Princeon, N. J., December: 18.—The 
days of public receptiuns in the big 
east room of the white house are -num- 
bered, and in the next adm‘nistrati«n 
people will not be received at the ex- 
ecutive mansion merely for the pur- 
pose of shaking hands or gazins in 
curiosity at the president of the United 
States. The president-elect declared 
tonight that he saw no use in spending 
time just to receive people who had no 
public business to transact at the 
white hogse. 

Outside of the needless physical 
strain of receiving hundreds of people 
when the president was endeavoring 
to use his energies for more important 
pursuits Mr. Wilson said he did not 
belleve in incessant receptions to tour- 
ists and the numerous societies that 
come annually to Washinzton. He 
also indicated he would not attend 
very many of the banquets that na- 
tional societies of various kinds held 
in Washington and to which the pres- 
ident is so regularly invited. 

“Many of these societies,” he -caid, 
“represent important objects, and I 
appreciate the possibilities of assist- 
ing government work in speaking be- 
fore them, but I really don't see any 
need of going to the banquets of the 
organizations. It might be better to 
address the business meetings of 
these socleties.”’ 

Mr. Wilson said that his open door 
policy would be preserved at the 
white house so far as it was pnysicatly 
possible, and that he intended to have 
the doors of the executive offices 
thrown wide open so that the president 
would be accessible at all times, but 
only to those “who have business to 
transact.” 

Another white house tradition which 
Mr. Wilson probably will alter to 
some extent is the prohibition on the 
newspaper men of referrins ty cd - 
versations with the president in the 
first person. Mr. Wilson said tonight 
he probably would express hibmself 
often and in the first person, in state- 
ments issued from time to time on 
public questions.

Pierpont Morgan Quizzed by 
the Pujo Committee, 


RAPID FIRE OF QUESTIONS 


Shot at Morgan by Attorney for the 
Probers---Charts Showing Con- 
centration of Capital. 


Washington, December 18.—J. Pier- 
pont Morgan occupied the center of 
the stage today before the so-called 
money trust investigation committee 
of the house of representatives. The 
noted financier reached Washington 
last night in response to a subpoena 
from the committee, but it was not 
until 2:40 o’clock this afternoon that 
the way was cleared for his testimony 
to begin. 

Meanwhile Mr. Morgan sat for near- 
ly an hour iistening to the mass of 
statistics which Mr. Untermyer and 
the committee was piling up concern- 
ing the colossal financial operations 
of leading New York, Chicago and 
Boston institutions through so-called 
interlocking directorates. 

Morgan Heard Name Many Times. 

Mr. Morgan heard his name and 
that of his firm referred to many 
times as tables were presented show- 


‘ing the affiliations of that concern 


with many other banks, trust com- 
panies, transportation and industriel 
corporations. He appeared to be un- 
moved throughout it all, sitting sur- 
rounded by a number of his business 
associates, relatives and legal repre- 
sentatives, including J. P. Morgan, Jr., 
his son, and Mrs. Herbert Satterlee, his 
daughter. 

Mr. Morgan's appearance aroused 
the keenest interest and crowds of 
spectators were on hand to observe 
the proceedings. It was to some ex- 
tent a culmination of much thet had 
gone before in that branch of the in- 
quiry under the head of the “concen- 
tration of money and credits.” Mr. 
Morgan’s testimony lasted barely 
twenty minutes and was largely pre- 
liminary to the testimony to be given 
tomorrow when the committee re- 
assembles at 10:30 a. m. 

Mr. Untermyer conducted the ex-

rapid series of questions to bring out 
the general standing of the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., its branch con- 
nections in this country and abroad 
and its affiliations with many other 
financial itnstitutéons.

$150 per Iot!

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APPEAL TO COURT 


For Instructions in Working Qu 
Dissolution Plan 


New York, December 18.—Robert &. 
Lovett, chairman of the executive com- 
mittees of the Union and Southern Pa- 
¢ific railroads, announced this after- 
noon that he had,arranged with At- 
torney General Wickersham to appeal 
at once to the United states supreme 
court for instructions in working out 
the dissolution plan of the railroads. 
Mr. Wickersham, the announcement 
continued, has refused to approve any 
plan involving the distribution - of 
Southern Pacific stock owned by the 
Union Pacific. 

In support of his contention that 
Southern Pacific stock be distributed 
among Union Pacific shareholders, 
Judge Lovett cites the Northern Se- 
curities case and the cases of the 
Standord Oil and American Tobacco 
companies. These, he asserts, are 
fundamentally comparative with the 
Union Pacific-Southern Pacific dissolu- 
tion. 

The unusual course adopted by the 
Harriman officials is taken In the in- 
terests og all parties, Judge Lovett 
Says, and in the hope that the decree 
of the supreme court may be facili- 
tated. 


Statement by Levett. 

Judge Lovett’s statement follows: 

“Immediately after the decision of 
the supreme court in case involving 
the relation of the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacifit, the board of directors 
appointed a special committee compos- 
ed of R. S. Lovett, M. L. Schiff and 
frank A. Vonderlip, to work out and 
submit a plan for promptly and fully 
carrying out and conforming to the 
decision of the court, and the matter 
was at once taken up with the gov- 
ernment. 

“The attorney general of the United 
States has refused to approve any plan 
involving the distribution of the $126,- 
650,000 par value of stock of the South- 
ern Pacific company. owned by the 
Union Pacific Railroad company exclu- 
sively of the stockholders of the latter 
in proportion to their holdings, wheth- 
er by sale, dividend or otherwise; and 
has declared that he would appeal in 
the event the district court should ap- 
prove prorata distribution. 

“We find nothing in the opinion of 
the supreme court in this case to war- 
rant the government in denying to 
stocKholders of the Union Pacific the 
rights enjoyed by the stockholders of 
every other corporation that has been 
required to dispose of stock held con- 
trary to the Sherman act, where a 
prorata distribution was practicable, 
as it is in this case, 

“In the Northern Securities case ev- 
ery stockholder of the Northern Se- 
curities company received both North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern stock 
in proportion to their holdings of 
Northern Securities stock, and this 
distribution was specifically approved 
by the supreme court. In the Stand- 
ard Oil case the decree, which was 
affirmed by the supreme court, pro- 
vided for a prorata distribution among 
the stockholders of the Standard Oil 
company. 


In the Tobacco Case. 


‘In the tobacco case an unqualified 
distribution was impracticable because 
of complication arising from outstand- 
ing mortgages, changes in plants, etc., 
and a division of properties by the 
American Tobacco company with two 
new corporations was made, but the 
entire stock of the new corporations 
was sold to the holders of the common 
stock of the American Tobacco com- 
pany. in proportion to their holdings. 

“In the powder case, a plan of dis- 
solution was accepted by the attorney- 
general which involved a prorata dis- 
tribution -to the stockholders of the 
principal company. 

“As the mandate of the supreme 
court has not yet been issued, we have 
arranged with the attorney general 
for the presentation of the matter im- 
mediately to the supreme court by mo- 
tion for instruction to the district 
court in sending down the mandate to 
that court. We regard-the right of the 
Union Pacific stockholders involved as 
so fundamental that we feel compelled 
to carry the matter to the court.”

Ed Odum, Found Guilty of 
Voluntary Manslaughter, 
Gets Four Years. 7

Macon, Ga., December 18.—(Special.) | 
Ed Odum was this afternoon found 
guilty of voluntary manslaughter for 
the murder of Thomas B. Holmes last 
August. The jury recommended the 
prisoner to the mercy of the court, and 
Judge H. Mathews sentenced him to 
four years in the penitentiary. 

On the stand Odum claimed that he 
killed Holmes only to save his own 
life, and exhibited a bloody shirt with 
cuts in it, which he clatmed he was 
wearing at the time of the difficulty 
with Holmes. 

It was brought out by witnesses that 
the two men were going on a fishing 
trip on the day of the tragedy and | 
had reached a point in the Central | 
of Georgia railroad yards when they | 
got into a dispute over who should 
have the last drink out of a bottle of 
whisky. Witnesses testified that they 
saw Odum strike Holmes with the butt 
of a gun and then saw the gun drop 
to the ground, and Holmes advance 
on Odum, whereupon Odum made sev- 
eral knife thrusts at Holmes. 

The defendant admitted the killing, 
but his counsel, Colonel John R. 
Cooper, attempted to show that 
Holmes’ death was really due to the 
operation which was performed at the 
hospital later. There was some dif- 
ference of opinion among the physi- 
cians as to the expediency of the 
operation which had been performed 
on Holmes and whether or not it was 
necessary. Holmes’ death did not oc- 
cur until five days after he was stabbed 
by Odum, and physicians testifled that 
the cause of death was peritonitis, 
which set in after the operation on the 
wound. 

However, self-defense was the 
ground on which the defense relied 
mainly. 


CONVICT CAUGHT 
IN BLOODY FIGHT} 


Jonesboro, Ga., December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—J. B. Richardson, an escaped 
convict, two years at large, was Cap- 
tured here yesterday on J. M. McCui- 
lin’s farm, two miles south of Jones- 
boro, where Richardson had worked 
for the past year. Richardson was a 
life convict in the Spalding county 
chaingang before his escape. Fred 
English, a chaingang guard, arrived, 
and with the assistance of Joe Fuller- 
ton, of Orr’s Crossing, subdued the con- 
vict after a desperate fight. 

Richardson refused to be taken, say- 
ing, “I'll kill one of you first.” He 
drew a long knife and stood them off 
for twenty minutes. 

After Richardson had been shot 
twice and had a large wound in his 
head, caused by a rock thrown by one 
of the men, the guards closed in on 
him. Still he fought while crimson 
flowed from wounds about his face, 
striking viciously at the guards. 

A reward of $50 was the standing 
offer. After capture, Richardson was 
taken on the train to Macon, Ga. Guard 
English received large wounds on the 
arm and head.

Constantinople, December 1t8.—The 
council of ministers today, after con- 


‘sideration of the question of the ad- 


mission of Greece to the peace confer- 
ence, sent fresh instructions to the 
Ottoman delegates at London. The 
nature of the instrvctions has not been 
divulged. 

London, December 18.—The nature of 
the decision which the Turkish gov- 
ernment arrived at teday is not known, 
but is believed to be such as to enable 
the peace conference to resume its de- 
liberations., 

The allies tn the course of yester- 
day’s meeting of the peace conference 
at St. James’ palace made it quite clear 
that they would not enter into nego- 
tiations without Greece being allowed 
to participate, and Dr’ S. Daneff, lead- 
er of the Bulgarian delegation, is 
quoted as saying: 

“If, on Thursday, the reply of the 
Ottoman delegates is not satisfactory 
we will break off negotiations and 
meet again at the Tchataija lines. That 
will be the end of Turkey in Eu- 
rope.”

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| CURSE TO UNIOKS 


So the Government Attorney Says in

Asking Conviction of the Al- 
- feged Dynamiters. 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 18.~ 
“Walking delegates and officials whe 
60 not work, but who use the funds 
of labor unions to enhance their own 
power even if they must resort to 
crime,” was the government's descrip- 
“ion in its argument to the jury at the 
“dynamite conspiracy” trial today of 
the forty men charged with complicity 
in the McNamara dynamite plots. 

Olef A. Tveitmoe, of San Franctsco, 
was charged with helping to expend 
$330,000 “collected from honest work- 
ing men” in connection with a strike 
at Los Angeles, which culminated in 
the wreckin~ of The Los Angeles 
Times building and all of the de- 
fendants were declared to have used 
the funds of the iron workers’ inter- 
national union in violation of the by- 
laws of the union to pay dynamiters 
to blow up non-union jobs. 

“These men committed a crime not 
Only against the jaws of tne iand, but 
they committed a crime against their 
own union,” said James W. Noel, spe- 
ial assistant district attorney, “and 
these defendants are not working 
men who work with their hands. They 
are the walking delegates with hign 

ries who have brought the iron 
rkers’ union into disrepute. The 
vetnment makes no charge against 
r unions whose purpose is legit. 
mate and lofty, but it accuses these 
moneters of crime who stand af the 
head of the union and deceive the 
working men and use their funde for 
unlawful purposes. 
' “It hes been shown that $200,000 
Wag collected from toilers all over the 
country to defend the McNamaras after 
the defendants here knew he was guilty 
and these defendants, including Frank 
Ryan, president of the union, knowing 
he was guilty, stood up for one minute 
at their Milwaukee cogvention and, 
with uncovered heads, urned their 
faces toward the west as a tribute to 
McNamara, liockeq in a Los Angeles 
jail chargea with murder. 

“Not only the defense fund, but 
$330,000, as was testified by Andrew J. 
Gallagher, of San Francisco, was col- 
lected from working men to promote 
a reign of terror in Log Angeles. More 
money, at the rate of $1,000 a month, 
was taken illegally from the funds of 
the ironworkers’ union, so that Mc- 
Namara might carry on the dynamit- 
ings, and another $1,000 was sent by 
McNamara to Tveltmoe.

The mo- 
tion was denied by the Superior court, 
ang on the 2t5h of November the court 
of appeals gustaineq the lower court, 
which amounted to an order for Mc- 
Crory to begin immediately serving 
hig sentence. For the past three 
weeks the sheriff has searched in vain 
for him, and the statement has come 
from a friend that he went to Mobile, 
Ala. 

If he does not begin serving his sen- 
tence before the next term of court, 
the $5,000 bond will be declared for- 
feited,

ent grang jury, has actively led the in- 
vestigation during the past few days 
ef the bond granting system.

COURT DECISION HITS 
MANY MARRIED COUPLES 


Chicago, December 18.-—-A decision of 
the Illinois supreme court today makes 
it necessary for scores of Chicago 
couples to remarry if they wish their 
union to be recognized as legal. 

The court ruled that when a person 
violates the Tlinois statute prohibiting 
remarriage within one year after the 
divorce, the ceremony is not legal, 
even if performed in another state. 
Neither has one party any claim on the 
estate of the other. The children re- 
sulting from the illegal marriages are 
without moral protection and have no 
standing in law.

NOT FAVORED BY CONGRESS

system of choosing a president and 
vice president, ang the substitution of 
a national popular election, finds little 
Support in congress at this time. 


troduced a resolution to amend the con- 
stitution so as to bring about this 
change. A poll of both houses of con- 
gress, taken by the Chicago Tribune, 
shows 128 members in favor of the 
change, and 356 either non-committal or 
absolutely opposed. 

Asked whether they would favor 
having each candidate for his party’s 
nomination for president, make public 
his own platform when announcing 
his candidacy, as other candidates now 
do, the poll showed 94 in favor of this 


| course, and 392 non-committal or posi- 
tively against it. 


Senator Lodge Points the Danger. 
It may seem strange to some that 4 
senator, Mr. Lodge, 
pointed out the danger to state sov- 
ereignty in such a change as was pro- 
posed in the popular election of presi- 
dent and vice president. 

“I go not believe in nation-wide pri- 
maries because I am opposed to the 
abolition of the states’ and of the party 
conventions. A nation-wide primary 
would be the first step toward the de- 
struction of the states. 

“A president nominates and elected 
by a popular vote of the entire country, 
without references to the states, would 
no longer be a president of the United 
States. He would be a president of 
the republic or of Americans, just as 
Louis Napoleon was made by a plebis- 
cite emperor of the French.” 

Such a scheme would enable ten or 
twelve of the larger statcs always to 
control the election, said Mr. Lodge, if 
a mere plurality vote of the people 
of the country should be substituted 
for the electors chosen by the indi- 
vidual states. 

With this possibility in mind, Senator 
Lodge said: “I favor presidential pri- 
maries by states. The choice of the 
voters of the state among candidates 
for the party nomination should be de- 
termined by the party voters of the 
state. The votes of the state, apart 
from that which comes to it simply as 
a state, should be based on the party 
votes cast at the last previous presi- 
dential election.” 

Speaker Clark, who intimated that 
he knew. who would have been the 
democratic nominee for president last 
time, had the scheme been in exist- 
ence, would not discuss the matfer.

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FARM LECTURES 
URGED BY SMITH 


Georgia Senator Says ‘Demon- 
tration Work Will Increase 
Agricultural Wealth. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, December 18.—(Spe- 
clal.)—If the farmers of the United 
States knew the facts about scientific 
agriculture the college and experiment 
could teach, they would in- 


crease this country’s agricultural 
wealth Dy $1,800,000,000. Senator Hoke 
Smith, of Georgia, made this state- 
ment today in urging the passage of 
his bill to bring this information by 
demonstration work and through lec- 
tures on agriculture and home econ- 
omy to the adult workers on the farm. 

He based his figures on the expert- 
ence of Belgium In encouraging scien- 
tific soil cultivation. He said this gov- 
ernment has spent $70,000,000 for agri- 
cultural experiment work in the fifty 
vears since the Morrill act was passed. 
The annual appropriation is now $4,- 
000,000 in adition to the $15,000,000 
spent for the upkeep of the agricult- 
ural department. 

“Information of great value to the 
rural districts ig secured, but a rela- 
tively small sum is devoted to showing 
those at work upon the farm how to 
apply this information,” said Senator 
Smith. “The greatest power and the 
chief hope of this country are found in 
our farm population.” 

The Smith-Lever bill, which has al- 
ready passed the house, is strongly ap- 
proved by al! the agricultural societies 
of the United States. Mr. Wilson, sec- 
retary of agriculture, in approving It, 
said: 

“Undoubtedly, such a plan, if proper-

The finance committee of council, in 
its final report, will recommend a 
purchasing agent to take charge of 
the buying of all supplies for the city 
government. The department is cal- 
culated to save the city approximately 

$50,000 & wear. 

Under thé, present system the pur- 
chase of city, supplies, printing and 
other things is hot concentrated in any 
one department, ‘and the various heads 
are in unison that the requisition sys- 
tem is antiquated .and costly to the 
city. 

According to Grahem West, chief 
clerk in the comptrolier’s office, the 
city should contract for its supplies 
as far ahead as possible, For instance, 
in the purchasing of gasoline, lubricat- 
ing oil, disinfectants, stationery and a 
mumber of other things, Comptroller 
Goldsmith made contracts for a year. 
The city is getting gasoline now at 9 
cents a gallon, whereas others pay 15 
cents. The city is also getting the 
benefit of extremely low rates on oil 
and disinfectants, and instead of pay- 
ing $2 per thousand for letter heads 
and printed envelopes, the city is get- 
ting them under contract for a little 
more than $1.50. 

Herbert Sands, expert of the depart- 
ment of municipal research, of New 
York, urges the establishment of a 
purchasing department as one of the 
most needed reforms of the city gov- 
ernment. - 

The purchase of stock feed is the 
most costly item of expense to the city. 
-There is no method by which the city 
can purchase any great quantity of 
feed at one time because there is no 
warehouse to store it. Under the pres- 
ent competitive bfd system the city 
can only hope to get the benefit of the 
lowest price for which local dealers 
might bid from time to time. 


HIGHWAY COMMISSION 
HEADED BY BOURNE 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The outlook for the perfection 
of a scheme whereby the federal gov- 
ernment will co-operate with the 
states in the construction of highways 
is brighter today than it ever has 
been. 

The good roads commission appoint- 
ed at the last session of congress or- 
ganized today by electing Senator 
Bourne, of Oregon, chairman of the 
senate postoffice committee, as chair- 
man of the commission. 

Mr. Bourne was a big factor in the 
parcels post law, which goes into ef- 
fect January 1, and has an ambition 
to round out his public career by per- 
fecting a workable scheme for nation- 
al highway improvement through co- 
operation between national and state 

governments. 

Without waiting for the commission 
to meet and organize he began last 
summer gathering statistics from the 
various states, and through our con- 
sular representatives abroad, good 
roads statistics from foreign countries. 
These he will shortly lay before the 
commission. ° 

Mr. Bourne is as deeply interested 
im the good roads question as he for- 
merly was in the parcels post. He 
believes it is one of the big construct- 
ive works of the day. 

Representative Gordon Lee, of Geor- 
gia, is a member of the commission, 
and is equally enthusiastic over the 
prospect of perfecting a plan where 
the fderal government in the future 
will spend millions, and even billions, 
of dollars on this great work of in- 
ternal improvement. 


FILIPINOS ARE NOT FIT 
FOR SELF GOVERNMENT 


Washington, December 18.—Only 5 
per cent of the Philippine people de- 
sire self-government, according to Dr. 
Cc. V. Piper, commissioner of education 
at Manila, and opponents of the self- 
government agitation in congress to- 
day were preparing to use this state- 


ment in fighting “home rule” legisla- 
tion. Dr. Piper made his declaration 
before the Anthropological society yes- 
terday. 

“The people of the Philippine islands 
have made Hut-,jittle progress during 
the century,” he said. “The educated 


class which comprises about 5 


5 per cent 
of the total population is in favor of 
self-government, but the remainder are 
willing to’remain subjects of the 
United States.” 

Dr. Piper declared that the United 
States should maintain sovereignty 
over the archipelago throughout the 
present generation at least. The Fili- 
pinos, he said, should not be entrusted 
with the responsibility of governing 
themselves until they were prepared 
for it.

‘IS STILL LIVING 


Woman Who Owned “Murder 
Farm” Said to Be in 
Alberta, Canada. 


Laporte, Ind., December -18.—Infor- 
mation that Mrs. Belle Gunness, on 
whose murder farm near here in 1908 
thirteen bodies were found, is believed 
to be in Letheridge, Alberta, Canada, 
was received today by Chief of Police 
Meinke in a telegram sent by Frederick 
Wise. A woman answering the de- 
scription of Mrs. Gunness has been 
under surveillance several hours. The 
local police were requested to send a 


man to complete the identification. 


The statement of George Meyers, 4 
convict, that Ray Lamphere, who was 
employed by Mrs. Gunness, had said 
that the body of a Chicago woman was 
placeq in the Gunness home to create 
the impression that the owner of the 
farm was Lurned to death, hag caused 
a revival of many old theories. A 
number of telegrams and letters was 
received today by the police depart- 
ment. Chief Meinke believes that Mrs. 
Gunness is alive. 

Attorney Worden, who defended Lam- 
phere when he was trieq for arson, 
declares he has evidence which he is 
guarding that is more sensational than 
that given by Meyers. Meyers says he 
knows the name of the man who drove 
Mrs. Gunness in an automobile from 
her home in Chicago, but refuses to 
give it to the authorities.

Daniel O. Flynn, for many --ears a 
familiar figure at the old Union depot, 
where he saw thousands pass in and 
out of the growing city of which he 
kept the gate, died last night at his 
residence, 36 Park avenue, after an 
illness of two and a half years. 

There were few better known rail- 
road men in Georgia than Dan Flynn. 
He began with the Atlanta ang West 
Point forty-two years ago, and rapidly 
worked up.

Amanada, of Red Oak, and Mrs. Nancy 
Cook, of Felton, Ga. 

Mr. Flynn was a member of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception.

“Washington, December 18.—Former 
Senator J. B. Foraker today produced 
a statement before the senate cam- 
paign expenditures investigating com- 
mittee, prepare? by Giichrist Stewart, 
purporting to based on a descrip- 
tion by W. W. Winkfield, of how 
Winkfield and Charles Stump took the 
“Archbold letters” from the Standard 
Oll offices and sold them to a repre- 
sentative of William R. Hearst. 

“Mr. Hearst said yesterday that he 
did not know how the letters were 
procured,” declared the former sena- 
tor. 

“Such a preposterous story as that 
you might tell to the marines, but to 
no one else.” 

Charlies P. Taft Mentioned. 

Mr. Foraker said Stewart in 1908 
sent him a newspaper clipping in 
which W. A. Ullman, “attorney for C. 
P, Taft,” was reported to have con- 
sulted with Mr. Hearst about the let- 
ters before they were published, and 
Suggested that Ullman, Mr. Taft and 
John T. Cronin, the latter formerly 
connected politically with Mr. Hearst, 
be called as witnesses. 

Mr. Foraker declared that about a 
Week azo he had Mr. Stewart go to 
Chicago, where Wnkfield was working 
as a waiter, and ascertain What he 
knew. Upon the interview, he said, 
Stewart had based his report. What 
that report contained Mr. Foraker pro- 
ceeded to detail, declaring that he did 
not vouch for its accuracy. He added 
that the committee could call Wink- 
field. 

According to the statement present- 
ed Winktield and Stump took some 
letters from the Archbold ;files and 
wrote a letter to The New York Ameri- 
can making an oifer of sale and the 
next day called up. They insisted 
upon taikinug to Mr. Hearst, but were 
contented to meet a “representative.” 
They went the next day to the private 
editorial office of The New York 
American, where a man named Eld- 
ridge taiked to them. They were .old 
that Mr. Hearst stated they were per- 
forming a great public duty. 

Thieves Wanted $10,000, 

They talked as to the price with 
Eldridge, wanting $10,000, but getting 
promise of only $5,000. ‘The nexrc day 
they delivered the letters to bhidridge 
to be photographed and received tifiy 
$100 biils, 

The statement declared that other 
letters were Wanted and that Wink- 
field and Stump were~given a Lst of 
200 senators, congressmen, judges and 
governors, with the assurances that 
letters from them to Archbold weuld 
be paid. for well. For one batch of 
such letters they claimed to have re- 
ceived $3,000 and for another $4,000. 
Fer the Penrose, Hanna and Foraker 
letters, the statement said, widridge 
paid them $7,000. 

“Evidently we were the fat cattle,” 
remarked Mr. Foraker. In all, the 
statement continued, $34,000 was paid 
to the two men. For two signatures 
of Mr. Archbold, standing alone, they 
Claimed they were paid $500. The 
statement said the signatures Were Tre- 
quested of the two men and that they 
procured them by having Mr. Arch- 
bold write his name in an album. 

Both Winkfield and Stump were em- 
ployees in Mr. Archbold’s office at the 
time the letters disappeared. Wink- 
field, a negro, is a son of Mr. Arch- 
bold’s butler. 

When Senator Foraker concluded his 
testimony the committee adjoumned 
indefinitely without deciding whether 
to call the witnesses Mr. Foraker sug- 
gested. 

The Burnett Nomination, 


Mr. Foraker first took up the Arch- 
bold letter, favoring the nomination of 
Judge Burkett for the bench in Ohio. 

“I was receiving hundreds of letters 
about whom we should nominate,’ 
said Mr. Forakgr. 

“Il was suppe@rting 
than whom no more 
ever lived. I don’t believe I ever an- 
swered Mr. Archbold’s letter. I was 
not influenced in the least by the let- 
ter. 

“Another letter asked me to oppose 
the nomination of Smith Bennet. ] 
supported Mr. Bennet, but he was de- 
feated. [I don’t believe I ever answered 
that letter, either. You senators know 
how a person is flooded with mail 
about convention times.” 

Mr. Foraker next took up the letters 
from Mr. Archbold hostile to the so- 
called Price corporation bills in the 
Ohio legislature. 

“y don't remember having § talked 
with Senator Hanna, but I probably did 
talk to him,” said the witness. “I did 
not know what was in the bills. 

“And right here I might say that 
Mr. Hearst did not produce here yes- 
terday a single letter that had not 
been published over and over again, 
except one which he confessed he had 
in his pocket the night he read the first 
letters. and which showed that I had 
returned the $50,000 to the Standard 
Oil company, about which he talked so 
much. He concealed that letter,” 


$50,000 Ol Money. 


Mr. Foraker, taking up the two cer.- 
tificates of deposits for $25,000 from 
the Standard Oil company for him, re- 
iterated that the money was for attor- 
mey’s service in Ohio litigations. 

“Any letter Mr. Archbold has writ- 
ten me since the Standard Oil litigation 
in Ohio has been just as any one might 
do and as thousands have done about 
legislation that &ffected them,” declar- 
ed the witness. 

Mr. Foraker testified that the $50,000 
sent him by Standard Oil was a loan he 
had requested from several sources to 
enable him to buy the Ohio State Jour- 
nal. 

“No ome ever got ahead of Senator 
Hanna, and as he wanted The State 
Journal he got the money and I re- 
turned the loan,” declared the witness, 
with a smile. 

The senator told of his activity in 
framing «Me Elkins interstate com- 
merce act. 

“If I had been in the service @f the 
Standard O!l company I would not 
have advocated legislation so hostile 
to it.” declared he. 


He Refused Oil Offer. 


Among the letters Mr. Foraker pro- 
duced were some written in 1908, in 
which Standard Oil sought to retain 
Senator Foraker in threatened crim- 
inal proceedings in Ohio, and in which 
Senator Foraker declined. 

“The employment proposed was dif- 
ferent in its character from that which 
Y had previously accepted,” said Mr. 
Foraker. “Instead of being an employ-~- 
ment, as the former employment was, 
to ald the company in complying with 
the orders of the courts and the stat- 
utes of the state, it was to be an em- 

yment to resist suits and prosecu- 
tions instituted by the state. 

“7 submit that these proofs should 
be sufficient to show to any fair and 
unprejudiced mind that I was never 
employed except prior to 1901. and 
that my employment then had no re- 
Jation to anything that was in conflict 
with My public duties, but had refer- 
ence solely to the reorganization of 
the company and its Ohio affairs, with 
which congress had nothing* whatever 
#a Go.”

Queen bees, live insects, yeast cakes, 
eggs, candy, confectionery and soap, 
not to mention other articles neces- 
sary’ or desirable to one’s daily life, 
may be shipped through the new par- 
cels post when the recent congression- 
al act goes into effect on January 1. 

There are certain wise and cautious 
regulations, however, which must be 
observed in the shipment of each arti- 
cle. For instance, the queen bee may 
be shipped provided the sting of the 
bee has been removed. The _ insect 
must have its bite extracted, and the 
remains of dried reptiles or medical 
specimens of dried blood must not be 
poisonous by smell or touch! 

Coming in the same paragraph ‘vith 
“poisons and explosives of every kind,” 
which are strictly prohipited from 
shipment, are all kinds of intoxicants. 
The daily express from Chattanooga 
and Jacksonville will therefore con- 


tinue its heavy business undisturbed. 
Infernal machines are also mentioned 
in the prohibited list, and pistols, Ker- 
osene, raw hides and guano, 

Apart from the humorous side of the 
circular giving regulations for the use 
of the parcels post, there is much 
information to be obtained that will be 
invaluable to merchants and custon- 
ers, as well as other citizens, who will 
use this method of transporting all 
small packages up to 11 pounds in 
weight. Postage must be fully pre- 
paid—and with parcels post stamps 
specifically procured for this class of 
mail, The ordinary stamps will not 
do, and any package bearing them 
will not get farther than the local 
drop. The cost of mailing is based 
on distance, the map given herewith 
showing how Atlanta shippers’ will 
stand-in this respect. Full informa- 
tion can be secured from the post- 
office.

The parcels post is not available for 
mailing Christmas packages, as the law 
establishing it does not become effect- 
ive until January 1, 1913. 

Parcels Post Charges. 

The charges under the parcels post 
System will be as follows: Local rate, 
5 cents for first pound and 1 cent for 
each additional pound; zone No. 1, 50 
miles, 5 cents for first pound and 3 
cents for each additional; zone No. 2, 
150 miles, 6 cents for first pound, 4 
cents each additional; zone No. 3, 300 
miles, 7 cents first, 5 cents each addi- 
tional; zone No. 4, 600 miles, 8 cents 
for first, 6 each additional; zone No. 5, 
1,000 miles, 9 cents first, 7 cents each 
additional; zone No. 6, 1,400 miles, 10 
cents first, 9 cents each additional; 
zone No. 7, 1,800 miles, 11 cents first, 
10 cents each additional; zone No. 8, 
12 cents first and 12 cents each addi- 
tional pound. Maximum 11 pounds.
